Under the guidance of veteran coach John 
Dore, the 201 1-12 Concordia Stingers 
men’s basketball team ran up an overall 
win-loss record of 24-9 and spent nine of 
14 weeks ranked in the CIS Top 10. 


The Stingers won their fifth Quebec championship in 
eight years with a dominating 77-47 victory over the 
UQAM Citadins before a capacity crowd at Concordia 
Gym on March 3. The Stingers were in control from start 
to finish. Concordia was up 21-14 after the first quarter 
and 33-20 by halftime. 


“| was happy and a little nervous when | heard we were 
going to face UQAM,” said Stinger guard Kyle Desmarais. 
“We'd beaten them nine times in a row. It’s hard to beat 
a team three or four times in a row never mind 10 times. 
But we did and it was a highlight of the season for me 
because everybody on the team contributed to the win.” 


Concordia also knocked off the pesky Laval Rouge et Or 
by a score of 66-65 in the conference semifinal on Feb. 
2m. 


This is the 19th conference title for the Stingers since 
Concordia University was formed 37 years ago. It is also 
the | 3th regional title for the team since Dore took over 
the program in the 1989-90 season. 


Concordia ran up a 23-6 record against CIS competition, 
including a | 6-2 run through the RSEQ. 


The Stingers spent part of the preseason battling NCAA 
teams, including University of California Santa Barbara 
and Vermont. It was a challenging venture with just one 
win and three losses. But the team thoroughly enjoys the 
experience, and it helps prepare the Stingers for the CIS 
season. Coach Dore has a tradition of seeking out top -

U.S. teams — Duke and Connecticut in 2006 and Brigham 
Young in 2009, for example — as part of his season 
schedule. 


The current edition of the Stingers is very similar to the 
one that competed at the national championship in 201 | 
where there was a hard-fought 73-66 loss to the Carle- 
ton Ravens in the opening round followed by a 76-65 
defeat by the Dalhousie Tigers on the consolation side. 


There are |0 returning players in the lineup, including all 
five starters. There’s also an extra year of maturity. 


“We're a year older and wiser,” said Desmarais, a 
third-year all-star guard. “Last year we were a little in awe 
when we got to Halifax. This year we know what to 
expect and we will be ready for it. The biggest difference 
between last year and this year is the distribution of 
points. Decee Krah and Evens Laroche have really 
stepped up and taken on a lot of the load. We have so 
many more threats now.” 


Concordia had the top three scorers in the RSEQ. 
Desmarais led the conference with 13.9 points a game, 
while fifth-year guard Krah was second with 13.4 and 
fourth-year forward Laroche was third with 13.3. 


Desmarais came up big in two key games down the 
stretch for the Stingers. He scored on a layup at the 
buzzer to beat the McGill Redmen 62-61 on Feb. 18 and 
he sunk a free throw with two seconds left to give 
Concordia the 66-65 win over Laval in the semifinal. 


The 2011 RSEQ MVP represented Canada at the World 
University Games and Pan-Am Games in 2011. Because 
of his international travel and an early ankle sprain, 
Desmarais missed several preseason games. Interesting 
to note he was not in the lineup for four of Concordia’s 
nine losses this past year. 
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Laroche, who was named the 2012 RSEQ MVP, is the 
Stinger who matured and picked up his game the most 
this season 


“His biggest asset.is his athletic ability,” said Dore. “He 
has the ability to play all five positions and has for us this 
year. He scores inside and outside. He rebounds. He 
defends. He can do it all. Every time he is on the court he 
makes positive things happen.” 


A year ago the Stingers’ defence might’ve been a cause 
for concern, but that’s definitely not the case anymore. 
Concordia leads the CIS in steals per game with | 1.6 and 
also in turnovers forced with 22.1. The team held its 
Quebec opponents to 64.3 points a game which is the 
third best average in the CIS.

“After the way we played against UQAM in the champi-

2012 RSEQ Coach of the Year 


In 2011-12 John Dore led the Concordia Stingers to another regular season 
championship. The team finished in first place in the RSEQ with a 14-2 win-loss 
record and spent nine of 14 weeks ranked in the CIS Top 10, peaking at the 
No. 8 spot. 


On offence, Dore’s team averages 74.| points a game which ranks first in 
Quebec. Defensively, the Stingers allow just 64.3 points a game which is 
second best in Quebec and third in the CIS. The Stingers’ scoring margin is 
+9.8. 


His athletic and aggressive team leads the CIS with | 1.6 steals a game and 
turnovers forced with 22.1 a game. Concordia is also one of the top rebound- 
ing teams in the country, averaging 41.1 a game which ranks seventh in the CIS. 


With the 2012 RSEQ championship, it is the fifth conference title in eight years. 


At Concordia University, where he has been the head coach since the 1989-90 
season, Dore has taken the Stingers to the national championship tournament 
13 times. He won the national crown in 1990 and placed second in 1995 and 
2005. 


In the fall of 1995, he was named University Coach of the Year by the Founda- 
tion for Quebec University Athletics. He has been named the outstanding 
coach in the Quebec Student Sports Federation (now RSEQ) conference on 13 
occasions, most recently in the 2012 season. In 1991, he was named Men's 
Basketball Coach of the Year by the Canadian Interuniversity Athletic Union. 


Dore's involvement in basketball doesn't stop at Concordia University. He has 
been at the helm of several national teams, including Canadian entries at 
World University Games (Universiade) and the Macccabiah Games. As well, he 
was president of the National Association of Basketball Coaches of Canada 
and an international committee member of the National Association of 
Basketball Coaches, U.S.A. 


Despite all his commitments, Dore also values any time he can spend with 
young children and teenagers. Perhaps it is because. of. his. |4 years. as chairman 
of the Physical Education Department at St. George's High School and his 
work with the Quebec provincial team and the Vanier College Cheetahs. 
Whatever the reasons, Dore never passes on an opportunity to help out at a 
basketball clinic. In fact, he has his Stingers volunteer at several each season. 
He encourages all his players to work with youth and has seen many of his 
current players and graduates get involved with groups like the YMCA and Sun 
Youth, and take on coaching duties at local high schools.
